While veterans of the gray and vet- 
erans of the blue, united in a common 
cause, stood with bared heads in a 
downpour of rain, the magnificent Gate 
City Guard peace monument was un- 
velled at Piedmont park yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

The parade, which was one 
longest and largest ever witmessec i 
Atlanta, left the center of the city at 
11 o'clock, and shortly after noon the 
head of the first division arrived at 
Piedmont park and passed the review- 
ing stand, where were located General 
Albert L. Mills and staff, of the depart- 
ment of the gulf; Governor Baldwin 
and staff, of Connecticut; Governor 
Smith’s staff; Mayor Courtland 8S. Winn 
and members of the city council; Ad- 
jutant Qeneral O'’Bear, of Georgia; 
members of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce; several ladies of the va- 
rious patriotic ~-organiaztions and 
others. Governor Smith was not pres- 
ent on decount of a death in his fam- 
ily. 

After the parade had passed in re- 
view, Governor Baldwin ‘and the visit- 
ing delegations were escorted to the 
speakers’ stand at the entrance of the 
park.

Greenville, S. C.. October 
distance telephone message from 
Hhoneapath, 35 miles south of Green- 
Ville, says that at 11:25 o'clock to- 
night Will Jackson, a - Vear - old 
negro who assaulted ll-year-old 
white girl there this morning, was 
strung to a telephone pole by one foot 
and hts body shot to pieces by a mob. 

Following one of the most sensa- 
tional man chases in the history of 
this section, extending over 100 miles, 
a mob overpowered the sheriff and his 
deputies 6 miles north of Greenville 
late this afternoon and secured pos- 
session of the negro, 

After the commission of the crime 
the negro was taken into custody by 
Officers and spiriteq to Anderson Dy 
automobile. A mob followed closely, 
but on. arriving at Anderson found 
that the negro haq been taken to 
Greenville. Then followed a 3i-mile 
across country between an auto- 
bearing deputies in charge of 
negro and scores of machines filled 
the mob. 

Fearful lest the jail here would not 
withstand attack from a mob, the pris- 
oner was hurried toward Spartanburg, 
where there is a more modern prison. 
The machine bearing the negro and the 
deputies broke down after leaving this 
city and the party concealed them- 
selves in the woods. On returning to 
the city, the chauffeur who drove the 
party was seized by members of the 
mob and forced to show them back to 
the spot where the negro was con- 
cealed.

From a police standpoint the cele- 
bration of yesterday and the visit of 
the circus Monday have been the most 
successful large events ever held in 
the city. 

“There has been Yess disorder than 
ever before, with such a crowd in the 
city, and the parade was the best man- 
aged I ever saw,” said Chief Beavers, 
last night. 

From midnight to 6 o'clock there 
were less than a dozen arrests. Only 
four cases were booked on the day 
watch, and most of the prisoners were 
taken up when they had imbibed too 
freely of the cup that nearly cheers, 
and not for serious offenses. Three 
cases of pickpoceting were reported, a 
remarkable record considering the 
usual horde of crooks that the circus 
and the celebration might have becn 
expected to gather. 

No serious accidents were reported. 
The breaking of a trolley guy wire at 
Peachtree street and Auburn avenue 
caused a small panic among the peo- 
Ple who feared it was a “live” wire 
fled wildly for safety. Someone 
was pushed through the window of the 
Wester Music Company, 64 Peachtree 
street. Two were hurt by the falling 
glass, C. W. Sullivan, 371 Central ave- 
nue, and a negro. The accident might 
have been serious except for prompt 
action by officers,“ wno scattered the 
crowd until it was seen that no harm 
was done. 

Charles Young, a San Francisco car- 
penter, who had dropped out of the 
ranks of the circus at this point, was 
arrested by Officers Knight and Free- 
man, who say that he was seen going 
through the pockets of a drunk man 
in a Central avenue beer saloon.

J. T. Merritt, an old man 
living near East Fair street and Park 
avenue, said that he lost $12, althouzh 
he had Kept his hand on his purse all 
the time. It is probable that he lost 
the money instead of its being stolen. 

The police department was paid a 
very high compliment by a represen- 
tatfve of the Barnum & Balley circus, 
in talking to Captain W. M. Mayo, who 
was at the show grounds. 

“We go all over the country, but 
nowhere do we find such protection 
and order as in Atlanta,” he said.

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TURKEY AND THE INEVITABLE. 


The latest reports indicate that Turkey is prepared to cede 
Tripoli Italy, as the price of cessation of hostilities. Already, 
the Porte has approached the powers with proposals looking to 
this end, and couched in such fashion as reveal a feeling of urgency 
back ot the negotiations from Constantinople. 

It has been fairly manifest, from the first, that Turkey would 
lose her North African province. The failure of the European con- 
cert to make energetic protest against Italy’s summary occupation 
of Tripoli, and the rather languid manner in which the aggrieved 
representatives from Constantinople were received, gave rather clear 
earnest that Italy's program had been inaugurated only after a thor- 
ough understanding with the powers most likely to be affected. 

Italy's reported willingness to limat hostilities to Tripoli will 
have a bearing on an ultimate settlement. For it is not in evidence 
that the powers desire, or would countenance such developments as 
might carry strite broadcast, and perhaps involve all Europe. 

In the end, there is the probability that the Tripolitan crisis 
will prove of advantage to Turkey. It may galvanize that nation 
into modern activity, set alight a new national spirit and create 
forces strong enough to dispel the shadow of dismemberment that 
has long rested over the Ottoman Empire. ’ 
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One swallow may not make a sum- 
mer. but if it’s big enough it warms 
things up.

PASSING.OF ORIGINAL “SHERLOCK HOLMES.” 


Few people in the reading world ever heard of Dr. Joseph 
Bell, of Scotland. 3ut every man, woman and child who has 
been enthralled by the art of Conan Doyle needs no introduction 
to “Sherlock Holmes.” In reality, the one was the other: or. 
rather, the suggestive theortes propounded by the eminent Scotch 
surgeon made so profound an impressian on the mind of Doyle 


that the Holmes detective stories became the eventual outgrowth. 

Poe and Gaboriau, and others before them, not to mention a 
host of lesser lights, had catered to the love of the mysterious, 
the weird and the unusual in crime, and its detection. But the 
greater perfection of printing and of the facilities for distribution 
;conspired to give to the stories of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle a vogue 
‘that has practically encircled civilization. 

No one has ever met a detective with the virtually supernatural 
powers of Sherlock, and probably no one. ever will. As one of 
the experts of Scotland Yard said, in passing judgment on the 
Doyle fiction, “It's easy enough to invent your own crime. and 
then your method of detection, but that isn’t the way it happens 
in real life, and I should like to see Sherlock Holmes turned loose 
on a real London murder mystery,” \ 

These clammy facts did not prevent Doyle from building ‘up 
a creature so life-like that he seemed to nrove and breathe from the 
pages to which was held the rapt attention of the readers when 
first the Sherlock Holmes stories attained their popularity. From 
the standpoint and canons of high literary art, they may not achieve 
distinction, but they carry that human conviction which is the 
aim of every writer of fiction, and they have discharged the more 
important functions of easing many an hour for men and women 
who were wearied with the drivel of romance, or the eroticism 
which passed as literature. , 

it was the cunning and the imagination of Doyle, of course, 
which gave this uncanny creation to the letters of our day. But 
while credit is being dispersed, the Scottish surgeon, now dead. 
should not be forgotten. His mind first conceived the grotesque 
and striking procedure which appealed to the fancy of Dovle. The 
latter, with the happy faculties of craftsmanship and amplification, 
reaped the literary and, incidentally, the financial benefits.

Roads Urged to Take Over 
Express Companies’ Business 


Rail Commissioners of States 
Assert That Railroads Can 
Handle Business Cheaper and 
as Effectively as the Express 
Companies.

national association of railroad com- 
missioners in session here by the com- 
mittee on express rates and express 
service.

“The express and railway compa- 
nies,’ said the report, “are engaged in 
perfroming a transpoortation service 
that one company could perform just 
as effectively if not more so. The fact 
is that the railways could probably as- 
sume the handling of both the heavier 
commodities and the lighter packages 
at a lower cost and with greater satis- 
faction than the express companies to 
the public. Their present organization 
is nearly complete enough for this.

Rodgers Exceeds Atwood’s 
Record by 134 Miles—Tues- 
day Rodgers Flew From 
Springfield, Ill., to Marshall, 
Mo., 214 Miles. 


Marshall, Mo., October 10.—Exceer- 
ing the world’s record for cross- 
country aeroplane flight by 134 miles 
and speeding through the air at times 
at the rate of seventy miles an hour, 
Cc.

‘Shoo-Fly” Train Leaves the 
Rails “Near Cordele, 


Cordele, Ga., October 10.—Twenty-one 
persons were hurt when the engine of 
a Seaboard Air Line passenger train, 
from Helena to Columbus, left the rails 
three miles east of Cordele at 8:25 
o’clock this morning. No one is thought 
to be seriously injured. 

The train was No. 75 and was known 
as the “Shoo Fly.” It was westbound 
when the accident took place. 

The engine was ‘turned pg0m- 
pletely over and badly damaged. The 
three cars, a first-class passenger, sec- 
ond-class and one combination passen- 
ger and baggage coach left the rails, 
and remained almost.on their sides.
